1 . This Office Action is the answer to the interview on 7/1 7/2006. 

2. Claims 1-25 are pending in this application. 

Drawings 

3. This application contains 5 sheets of formal drawings with 9 Figures (12/12/05). 
They are acceptable for examination. 

Response 

4. The examiner will review applied ground of rejections based on applicant's 
argument to change to different ground of rejections or not (from an Office Action 
mailed on 4/18/06). Currently, a restriction requirement is still in effect. 

Election/Restriction 

5. The examiner respectfully submits that the election to one of the following 
inventions is deemed necessary. 

6. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
L Claims 1-7 are drawn to a method of managing a vehicle by wireless 

communication (note: these claims require only electronically exchange information 
(please note that "specific" information as claimed are only "non- functional descriptive 
material that do not effect the claimed steps) , not necessary for "a fleet of vehicle", not 
require for "renting vehicles" ), classified in US class 340, subclass 825.72. 

n. Claims 8-25 are drawn to a method of managing rental vehicles by 
wireless communication, classified in US class 701, subclass 29. 

7. The inventions (group I and group D) are distinct by above definitions, each from 
the other because of the following reasons: 
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8. Inventions Group I, and Group II are related as using wireless communication for 
its practices. In this case, (I) confirms that group I is directed to a generic method of a 
method of managing a vehicle by wireless communication (e.g., monitoring uses of 
mobile cell-phones), not require a specific application as "for a fleet of renting vehicles" 
of group II (claims 8-25). 

9. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
